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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To allow a client to access a telephone 
function of a server without revision of the configuration of the 
client in the method independent of a platform or a network in the 
non-telephone network like the internet. 

SOLUTION: A WWW browser 113 of a client requests a WWW page 
defining a telephone function form from a WWW serv/er 104 through 
the internet. The WWW server 104 serves the requested WWW page " 
to the client through the internet. The WWW browser 1 13 describes 
the received page to the telephone function form to instruct the 
selection of the telephone function and sends the result to an 
interpreter (e.g. to WWW server) through the internet. The interpreter 
interprets the described telephone function form to discriminate the 
selected telephone function. Then a provider of the telephone 
function serves the selected telephone function based on the 
discrimination. 
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
